If enttings are planted and the sup- 
ply is sufficient two in each place tn- 
crease the chances of getting a full 
stand.

To prone intelligently the age, size 


_ and condition of the plant, the location, 


climate, soll and other features of tts 
environment and the principles gov- 
erning its life must be considered. 

_A statement of some of the more im- 
portant of these life principles follows: 
‘Yhe sap flows witb greatest force to 
the onter extremities; the more up- 
right a branch is the more sap flows 
into It; the-sap when abundant and ac 
tive produces wood; the more abundant 


the tlow of the sap the larger and Inter 


the fruit; the ascending sap grows 
richer the farther it flows; checking 
the flow of the sap makes the plant 
bear earlier and produces more and 
ricber fruit. The vine nsually bears its 
fruit on new shoots growing from the 
wood of the previous year. The time 
for pruning is-in winter, when the 


-yines_aré dormant. They should pot 


be cut when frozen or while the sap Is 
flowing rapidly. Summer proning ts 
practiced op the young growth to regu- 
Jate the quantity of fruit and the

In prnning one or more of the follow-- 


ing objects are usually aceomplisbed: 
Varts of plants removed, renewed, pro- 
moted or retarded; wounded and dis- 
eased plants cured; the shapes and bab- 
its of plants modified; the size and 
quantity of the fruit Increased or dl- 
minished; the quality of the fruit im-

make-up it would probably be ‘‘sil- 
ence.” Mr, Bore has a wonderful, 
faculty of being able to sit through a 
whole evening's conversation without 
taking part in it, Yet, when he ia 
called upon to say something in pri- 
vate orin public he can invariably 
make a speech which commands both 
attention and admiration: Perhaps he 
inherits this silent quality from his 
Scotch father, who was one of the 

ioneers of the Huron district. At 
east it is not to be supposed that he 
got it from his Irish mother. As a 
writer, Mr. Bone excels as well as in 
public -speaking. His letters to hia 
paper during the last British general 
election were noteworthy. Finally, 
Mr. Bone’s success is largely due to 
‘absence of partisanship; he can us- 
ually see both sides of a public mag 
or a public question.

Among the negroes of the Guinea 
coast, as well as among those in West 
Africa, the eating of dirt is very com- 
mon. ‘The natives of the Soudan dig 
their favorite clay from between Jay: 
ers of sandstone in the banks of the 
rivers. The natives of Java prepare 
their cakes of clay containing ochre. 
These are sold in the public markets.

They 
are, no doubt, continually present to 
the scientific mind, and ft is likely 
that some day a more economic pro- 
cess of turning the heat of coal into 
power will be invented.
